The San Francisco County Transportation Authority (Authority) invites Community-Based 
Organizations (CBOs) to submit a proposal for conducting outreach to San 
Francisco's Communities of Concern * and other hard to reach groups to inform and educate 
these residents about the San Francisco Transportation Plan (SFTP) and SFTP Early Action 
Program . 


As San Francisco's Congestion Management Aaencv. the Authority is responsible for developing 
the SFTP, a 30-year blueprint to establish transportation investment priorities in San Francisco. 
The plan covers everything from signals to streetcars, bicycles to boulevards, and pedestrian 
safety to paving. The Early Action Program represents the first five years of the 30-year SFTP, 
and will fund transportation improvements in every part of the city from 2014-2019. Together, 
the SFTP and Early Action Program present a unique opportunity to gather public input on how 
the City should allocate its limited transportation resources. For more information about the 
Plan's development to date, visit movesmartsf.com . 

We have sought to design the SFTP to respond to needs assessments we conducted and public 
input that we heard in prior rounds of outreac h. Now, we are eager to present what we 
developed to see if we are on the right track, as well as educate Communities of Concern about 
how transportation ideas and needs become projects in the city. We are also seeking input on 
the Early Action Program, which uses the Prop K half-cent transportation sales tax (leveraging 
other federal, state, and local dollars) to fund the first five years of the SFTP. 

To help us conduct this outreach, the Authority seeks to contract with CBOs to advise us on the 
most effective methods of community engagement the Authority's objectives in this round of 
outreach are to: 

• Raise awareness about the SFTP and Early Action Program among Communities of 
Concern, including those with Low English Proficiency; 

• Gather feedback about the recommended transportation priorities and identify any 
missing projects or programs; and 

• Educate Communities of Concern about the city's transportation funding and decision- 
making processes to promote their involvement in shaping the final SFTP and Early Action 
Program. 

Potential outreach strategies include arranging for Authority presentations at existing meetings, 
organizing focus groups and open houses, conducting door-to-door outreach, tabling or surveying 
at community events, notifying target populations about the Authority's three fall citywide 
workshops or CBO-led meetings, and conducting outreach in accessible formats and multiple 
languages (including Spanish, Chinese, Russian, and Tagalog). CBOs may also propose placing 
notices in local neighborhood newsletters, on radio programs, and other local media, placing 
news articles in local mainstream or ethnic media, and other efforts that are appropriate for 
each community. 

The Authority anticipates setting budgets of $500 to $2,500 per organization, depending on the 
extent and requirements of agreed upon outreach strategies. 

Application materials for this contracting opportunity are provided in Attachment 1 - SFTP / Early 
Action Program Outreach Application and at the Authority's SFTP 

website http://www.sfcta.ora/cbo-outreach . In evaluating or selecting proposals, the Authority 
will consider factors such as: knowledge pertaining to transportation or community planning 
efforts; capabilities in community outreach and education; experience working with 
neighborhoods and groups within San Francisco's Communities of Concern and populations with 
limited English proficiency; and the effectiveness of the outreach proposal. 

Finally, applicants must demonstrate the ability to carry out outreach activities in the September 
16 through October 15 timeframe, including a 1-hour orientation meeting on Monday, September 
9, at 3:30 or 4:30 p.m. at the Authority's offices at 1455 Market Street, 22nd Floor (near Van 
Ness Muni Metro stop, Civic Center BART station).
